As you may have read in my earlier message, the Maritime Radio Historical Society 
was invited by the Marconi Conference Center in Marshall, CA to help celebrate 
their Radio Days event on 21/22 November. Built in 1913/1914, the Marshall site 
was the original receiving station for the American Marconi Company's trans- 
Pacific point to point communications system. Around 1920, marine station KPH 
moved its receiving station to Marshall too. All transmitters, point to point and 
marine, were at the Bolinas transmitting station, the same station we use today 
for KSM, K6KPH and, on occasion, KPH. 


For this event we used a remote control console constructed by Senior Transmitter 
Engineer Steve Hawes. To that we added HRO and AR-88LF receivers since we see 
these receivers in early photos of KPH. No coast station would be complete 
without an Underwood mill and a radio room clock so we added these as well. 


By a great stroke of good luck we discovered the original KPH Marconi Atalanta 
receiver just before the event and had that on display as well. 


While all this was going on our very own Denice Stoops was aboard SS JEREMIAH 
O'BRIEN/KXCH while Steve was aboard SS RED OAK VICTORY/KYVM, both using the 
original WWII gear on these historic ships on 500kc. 


On the first day of the event we had a room full of students from the nearby 
Tomales school. They seemed pretty interested and filed 20 messages which we 
forwarded mainly through AI6U, a real pro, via K6KPH on 3550kc for onward relay. 
We also made contact with KYVM and KXCH on MF after explaining the special 
significance of 500kc. 


On Saturday the event was open to the public and much to our surprise we had a 
full house - in fact several of them as folks came in waves. I gave my slide show 
and arm-waving lecture about the drama and pathos of marine communications which 
seemed well received. Folks stayed late with may questions. Again they filed 
radiograms which were handled with aplomb by WB6TMY, ex-KPH operator and 
transmitter technician. Many kids tried the Morse key with great interest. They 
received their radiograms to take home. 


A very special treat was the arrival of ex-KPH and point to point op Dick Flint. 
He added great stories and information and the audience realized they were in the 
presence of a man who had actually been there and done the things we were talking 
about. 


Late on Saturday Transmitter Engineer Bill Ruck and I loaded all the equipment 
back to the receiving station at Pt. Reyes. I swear, these radios get heavier 
every year, especially the all steel AR-88LF. I heard Ruck muttering that the 
thing must be made of depleted uranium. But in the end everything was returned to 
its place. 


I must admit I was very proud that our small group was able to put together such a 
unique event, not only with the recreation of a historic coast station from its 
early home but with historic ships on the air as well. The very sweet icing on 
the cake was that the event was so well received by the public, many of which had 
no particular interest in radio history prior to their visit. 


I've included links to some photos below. I'm sorry there aren't more, especially 
of the kids who were riveted with interest as the radiograms were sent and signals 


were heard on the receivers. My poor excuse is that's it's hard to play host and 
take photos too. Bill Ruck contributed several of these photos.
